Doring my stay in Benares I was the guest 
of Pelshwa, a Mabratta prince, who had a pal- 
ace, like other rajahs princes, in the “holy 
city.” While there a religious recipient of 
Pelshwa's hospitality was introduced to me, 
a Fakir = my Covindasamy; he came from 
Trivandefam, near Cape Comorin. the south- 
ernmost point of Hindostan.

The Cincinnati Inquirer relates a remark- 
able cure performed by a physician, which 
reads more like a “fairy tale” than a reality, 
but which ls nevertheless true.

4 Defense of Henry Slade. 


fo the Editor of the Religio Philosophical Journai: 

Many thanks for the JOURNAL, which comes 
regularly and is read with increased interest 
now that we have so little in the way of 
English literature. After reading the oes 
headed “Slade's Mediumship” in No. 16. of 
June 12., copied from Light, 1 decided to

To those unacq 
with all the facts and circumstances con- 
cerning muelí that has been published relative 
to Slade’s mediumship since our arrival in 
Europe, many erroneous Impressions have 
donbileasly been conveyed.
